Corner ; No. 5 is Perpendicular Out Corner. 
Item No. 17 is 6"x%" Quarter Round ; No. 18 is Out Corner ; No. 19 is In Corner. 
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TILE FOR KITCHEN DRAINBOARDS AND SUGGESTIONS 

On this page is shown four different styles of drainboards, each of which can be formed from your choice of colors or combination of colors. 
These are merely suggestions for your convenience. Color arrangements or style of trim is very flexible and depends altogether with owner's or 
builder's taste and color scheme. 




1 Style No. 1 shown above is formed with the back wall splash and two side wall splash es, all of which are tiled with 4%'^x4^/i^^ wall tile in any desired color. You will note the 
window sill is also tiled. The table portion can be tiled as suggested in the sketch, either with 4^/4 "x4i4'" Wall Tile or square straight joint ceramic, the latter of either 
glazed or unglazed, or the table portion may be of 1" or 2" Hexagon Ceramic, glazed or unglazed. When Ceramic is used in table portion, we suggest using the Ceramic bead 
to member with porcelain sink. Where wall tile is used in table portion, we suggest using vitreous quarter round to member with sink. Note that vitreous box cap is suggested 
for edge of table portion.

style No. 2 shown above is formed with the back wall splash as described in No. 1, but has no side wall splashes or tiled window sill. The table iwrtion of unglazed basket 
weave ceramic in any color or combination of colors. The cap along front edge of table portion can be of our regular No. 1, 6"x2" box cap of wall tile formation or 
our No. 29, 6''x2" Vitreous Cap. The latter is of much harder formation and does not chip or crack and in any desired colors. 



3 Style No. 3 shown above is formed about same as those above, only that we have suggested the 
use of 6"xS" tile for wall splash and either spiral weave or plaid wf^ave ceramic for table por- 
tion. This style suggests an "L" shaped drainboard. As far as combinations of color or kind of tile, 
any arrangement to suit your desire can be furnished.

4 Style No. 4 shown directly above is quite different from all other styles, in that it's formed entirely of % inch square straight joint ceramic, except the edging which is of 
Vitreous Cap. This edging can be of our Ceramic Nosing No. 26. While this picture shows an apron in front, the same style Drainboard can aLso be done without 
apron. This style drainboard can be furnished in all white glazed or unglazed or all white with a row of any desired color to form panels in splash as indicated. It can 
also be furnished in any other color or combination of colors in glazed or unglazed Ceramic. 
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TILE FOR KITCHEN DRAINBOARDS AND SUGGESTIONS 




The above illustration represents Design No. A LLOYD Standard Drainboard ten feet in length. The table portion being 
20" deep overall and the back and side walls are 14" high overall. We always have in stock ready for immediate delivery, 
complete sets of tile necessary to build the identical drainboard shown above. These dimensions however, are flexible 
so that sufficient tile and trim is furnished to fit your requirements whether drainboard space is smaller or larger. 

You will note that 6"x3" White glazed Wall Tile is used in the Drainboard suggested above, with our regular No. 1 Black 
Glazed 6"x2" Box Cap for edging. Our regular No. 17 Black glazed 6"x%'' quarter round with No. 20 Black glazed sink 
corners is used as trimmings around the flat rim porcelain sink. 

If desired we can omit the amount of 6"x3" White Glazed Wall Tile necessary for the table portion and substitue the 
same quantity in square feet of 1^' White Hexagon or Square Ceramic or any style of Ceramic, either in w^hite or colors. 
We recommend Ceramic Tile in the table portion of drain boards because this portion of a drainboard gets a lot of abuse 
and if so constructed, drainboard will remain intact for a lifetime.

This is our No. B, an "L'' shaped Drainboard otherwise, lends itself to same suggestions offered in the style at top of 
this page. 

The style shown to the right, our No. C, is formed 
entirely of Ceramic. In this type of Drainboard the 
fittings used would consist of the following Vitreous 
Ceramic trim. Our No. 21 bead with No. 22 In Corner 
and No. 23 Out Corner. If a Cove Corner is wanted 
where splash meets table portion, then the No. 61 Cove 
is used with No. 62 In Corner. If splash is allowed to 
die directly down on the table portion leaving a square 
corner, then the No. 61 Cove is not needed. You would 
also require the No. 26 Nosing with Corners No. 27 and 
No. 25. You would also require No. 24 Sink Corners. 

Allow us to remind you that this type of Drainboard 
can be formed of all White Ceramic Tile with the 
Vitreous Ceramic Trimmings to match, either in unglazed 
or glazed. Either will last a lifetime. The glazed Ce- 
ramic, however, costs considerably more, but it's like 
the difference between the old fashioned kitchen sink 
and the porcelain sink, or you may compare its difference 
as between the old fashioned granite tea kettle and the modern white enamel kettle. 

This Vitreous Ceramic Type of Drainboard can also be had in any color other than white, all of which comes in glazed or 
unglazed. Prices slightly higher than the white.

Plain and Inlaid Decorative Strips 

Used for friezes, borders and panel outlines in bathrooms, vesti- 
bules, and similar wainscoating. Plain one color strips are 
also furnished in 6"xi^" and 6''xl" and while not shown here, 
can be furnished in any of our wall tile colors and these plain 
strips are often used in kitchen drainboard splashes and 
bathroom work where a little color is wanted in contrast with 
plain white tile walls. The decorative strips are used princi- 
pally in connection with colored wall tile and cost just a 
little when added decoration is wanted. 

Decorative Strips are carried in stock made up with a black back- 
ground and decoration is filled in with such colors as green, 
yellow and orchid. Any other combination of colors can be 
made up on short notice at regular price. In ordering deco- 
rative strips, state desired color of background first, then the 
desired color of large figure in the decoration second. When 
three colors are wanted then state desired color of small fig- 
ure or decoration third. 

For Example: If you select or order the Elipse style strip, which 
is our Number 23 shown on this page, you would state that 
colors wanted are Black, Green and Orchid, meaning that you 
want these strips with a black background, green elipse and 
orchid diamond, or if you specified orchid first, then it would 
mean you wanted an orchid background, etc., etc.

The table portion is of white square unglazed 
Ceramic, paneled by two row strip of %" green square unglazed Ceramic. Our regular Number One 6"x2" Apple Green box cap is used for 
edging and cap, while our regular Number Seventeen white quarter round with our regular Number Twenty white sink corners is used 
as trimmings around the flat rim porcelain sink. If desired, glazed Ceramic can be used in the table portion instead of the unglazed and 
when this more costly table portion is used, then we recommend the use of our Number Twenty-Nine Apple Green Vitreous Cap for 
the edging only, while the regular Number One Apple Green box cap can still be used for the cap. 

Above combination is only a suggestion. Changes can be made to suit your own color scheme. See Color Chart on Page 28.

Ceramic Floor Tile, such as shown on this page and on the ten following pages, always comes mounted on sheets of paper 
about 12^ by 2?' or on or about two square feet to a sheet. Being mounted on paper, simplifies the method of laying this 
class of Tile We can of course, furnish this loose, but, it's never shipped loose, unless specifically ordered. 

Hexagon fractions or halves however, are always furnished loose. These come in two shapes, one known as four point 
halves and the other known as five point halves. See the illustration to the right. 

From left to right, first is shape of full hexagon, next is 4 point hexagon half and next is 5 point hexagon half. 
These are used to fit around edges or where hexagon tile dies up to a wall or base.

For ordinary floors, the paste is applied 
to a thickness of approximately 1-16" and is applied in the cold form with a 
plasterer's trowel.

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project entertained, irrespective of size. In many instances, however, our stock patterns permit of extensive possibilities without incurring the ad- 
ditional cost of special treatment. 

All mantels featured in this catalog have been designed exclusively for tho use of our tiles and decorative trims. This type of tile, while being 
unique in character from a ceramic viewpoint, has nevertheless sprung into unbounded popularity for the purpose of interior embellishment. ^ 

Our tiles are so made that surface coloring, and the body itself, are both thoroughly matured at one high degree of firing, and then after being 
brought from the kilns are buffed, or sanded, producing the irregularly mottled effect on which Lloydcraft appeal has been founded. Before leaving 
the factory, each tile is subjected to a treatment of quickly drying linseed oil, which greatly enhances the coloring, and at the same time defeats a 
remote possibility of porousity in the clay itself. (Continued to Follozving Page) Page Forty-five

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After such a procedure, and under normal conditions, the tile is now ready for use, although certain setters prefer giving a second application of 
before starting installation to further remove the chance of any mortar becoming embedded in the surface. 

This class of tile is generally laid out with one quarter inch joints, reducing the setting itself to a matter of even inches, or feet, and at the same 
time overcoming any slight deviation, or irregularity, of size that may chance to occur in the tiles. As an illustration: a nominal 4x4 inch tile 
measures 3%x3%, while a 6x6 inch nominal one measures 5%x5% inches. 

While much may be said regarding the setting, or installation of our tiles, results will always be found to rest largely upon the intelligence, 
plus the initiative of the workman. Good tile work calls for careful setting, pointing and finishing, and disregard for these points may bring failure 
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PANELS, DECORATIVE PIECES and INSERTS 
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in the ultimate appearance of any design. As a foundation treatment, where brick, concrete, etc., are used, the surface should be well cleaned witl^ 
a stiff brush, or broom, removing any dirt or free particles. This should then be thoroughly moistened, and while still damp the scratch coat, or 
bedding, usually consisting of a three part sand, one part cement mixture, should be applied. The composition of this coating may, however, be varied^, 
relative to the amount of wear and exposure to which the finished work is to be subjected. This bedding should be from three-eighths to three- 
fourths of an inch in thickness, and where convenient, should be permitted to set twenty-four hours, after which the placing of the tile may begin. 

First, it is imperative that the tile be thoroughly saturated by being immersed in water for a short period, following which they may be adjusted, 
into place by applying individually to the back of each a pure cement mortar and then laying with the aid of a facing strip, or cord, or marks design-

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■nated for spacing on the surface of the bedding coat. When the placing of the tile Is completed and the mortar thoroughly set, joints may be pointed, 
■efther by using a pointing trowel or floating over the entire surface, afterward rubbing in the joints with a pointing trowel or tool. 

For cleaning we suggest that this be done immediately after the pointing is finished before the cement has started hardening on the sur ace of 
•the tile A soft sponge and plenty of clean water are the only requisites necessary tor the purpose. Do not use old rags or cloth as these will only 
'tend to'-rind in the cement and may mean a badly discolored result. Following the cleaning, another application of oil would be advantageous and 
tten tL work shouldTe permuted to dry for a number of days. When drying is complete, a generous application of any good grade of floor, or furm- 
'ture wax, vigorously rubbed, will result in a soft velvet-like texture to the surface of the tile.

These tiles are produced in several different colors, these being varied in density of hue and shade. Browns and tans are the colors most used 
for the larger fields, or surfaces, being relieved generally with accents of such colors as burnt rose, old blue, soft green and dull orange, creating a 
harmonious ensemble. In designing the mantels illustrated, a stock color arrangement has been worked out for each individual number, and when 
ordered in this way greatly facilitates prompt delivery of the mantels from the factory. 

Furthermore, these same mantels may be furnished in glazed faience tiles in almost any color combination desired at a cost slightly more than 
that accepted for the Lloydcraft finishes. 

The fountains shown in this catalog are furnished in glazed tiles only, these being entirely impervious to moisture or water.
